House Votes to Freeze 


Social Security Taxes 


Washington, June 18 —(AP)- 


The house passed unanimously to- 
day a bill freezing the social se- 
curity payroll tax at present rates 
for two years. 


If passed by the senate and ac- 


cepted by President Truman the 
measure will block an automatic 
$2,000,000.000 annual increase in 
the levy on January 1. 


The legislation provides, how- 


ever, for an increase in the tax in 
1950 to from one percent to 1.5 
percent each 
against employes' 


pay and employers' payrolls. 
In 


1957 the tax would jump to two 
percent against each. 


Without the freeze, the 
levy 


would have increased January 1 
to 2.5 percent against employer 
and employe. The present one per- 
cent tax collects about SI.500,000,- 
000 annually for the social securi- 
ty old age and survivors insur- 
ance program. 


Under the original social securi- 


ty law enacted 10 years ago. the 
tax was scheduled to climb grad- 
ually to three percent against em- 
ploye and employer. But congress 
has repeatedly held the rate at one 
percent. 


Agriculture Dept. 


Finishes Up Farm 
Subsidies Program 


Only a Few Claims Hang- 


ing Fire From 1946 Re- 


main to be Settled 


Washington, June 18 —(AP)- 


The agriculture department 
is 


winding up the wartime farm pro- 
duct subsidies program which cost 
the treasury slightly more than 
$2,000,000. 


About all that remains is to 


settle a few claims hanging over 
'from last year. Virtually all the 
direct 
subsidy 
programs were 


dropped in 1946. Only a few, not- 
ably for Cuban sugar, were car- 
ried over into this calendar year. 


Most of the' subsidies were paid 


in connection with price controls. 
In the case of the products subsi- 
dized, the department felt that the 
ceiling price was too low to en- 
courage farmers to produce the 
quantity needed. 


But rather than boost the ceil- 


ings, the department paid subsi- 
dies to make up the difference 
between them and the returns it 
decided farmers should have. 


When ceilings went off, the sub-

Miami Father, 59, 
Held for Slaying 


His Two Children 


Miami, Fla., June 18—(AP)—A 


sobbing 59-year-old 
father 
told 


Detective Sergeant John L. Deas 
today that he had beaten his tvo 
children to death and then shot 
two of his tiext-door neighbors be- 
cause he didn't want to see the 
children "placed in a home".

Poppelauer told hlrfi Russell ha'd 
entered her store and shot at her 
"point blank" but had missed.

had killed his two children. He was 
returned to the home where the 
bodies were found in a little bed- 
room. 


Russell, bursting into sobs, told 


Deas he had killed his children 
for fear they would be taken from 
him and put in a home.

The recent collapse in negotia- 


tions between John L. Lewis and 
operators representing1 75 per cent 
of the nation's soft coal mines has 
many 
grave 
potentialities 
It 


could for example, lead to a strike 
which \vould uripenl the produc- 
tion of the coal this country and 
the entire world so sorely needs. 
Going deeper still, it is an example 
of how reasonable union demands 
may further 
inflate the wage- 


price spiral. 


The coal operators offered the 


miners an increase of 15 cents an 
hour. This is in conformity with 
the wage pattern recently estab- 
lished in other basic and com- 
parable industries, such As steel 
and motors. But Mr. Lewis flat- 
ly refused this, and demanded 35 
cents an hour. On top of that, he 
made other demands which would 
have reduced the productive work- 
ing -day to only six-and-oiie-half 
hours. Lastly, he demanded that 
the royalty contributed By oper- 
ators to the miner's welfare fund 
by more than $25,000,000 a year, 
and amounts to a tax on owners 
which is unprecedented m basic 
industry. 


All of this might be justified if 


the coal minors were underpaid 
and overworked. The fact is that 
the coal miners receive the high- 
est average wage of workers in 
any mass industry, and their work- 
ing conditions have been steadily 
improved. All the operators asked, 


nomination befoie Russell Sprague 
tossed in a promise of his entry.

subsidization".

producer 


prices of most farm products be 
supported at not less than 90 per 
cent of parity. 


Parity is a theoretical standard 


for measuring the degree of fair- 
ness of a farm product price from 
the standpoint of both the pro- 
ducer and consumer. 


At the present time, prices of 


most farm products are above 
parity and consequently no price 
support operations are necessary. 
Exceptions include potatoes, eggs, 
and dried milk. 


The department is buying dried 


milk and dried nnd frozen eggs 
from processors who in turn show 
that they have paid farmers at 
least support prices lor their eggs 
and milk. Officials said it is pos- 
sible that the department xvill be 
able to sell thebe products later 
in the year, when egg and milk 
production goes 
down, without 


taking a loss. 


The department stands ready, 


however, to extend these support 
operations to many other items 
should it become necessary.

to 
Production 
of 


Larger Hogs 


Washington, June 17 ~(AP) — 


The nation's 
livestock 
farmers, 


taking: advantage of a favorable 
relationship between feed and ani- 
mal prices, are holding to their 
practice of fattening hogs 
to 


above-normal weights before send- 
ing them to market. 
; 


Latest agriculture 
department 


reports show that hogs are being 
sold at weights averaging between 
250 and 253 pounds each. This 
compares with an average of 241 
pounds for the 1939-45 period. 


The heavier the hogs are when 


marketed, the larger is the total 
quantity of pork and • lard- pro- 
duced. However, heavy hogs pro- 
vide a" larger portion of lard per 
100 pounds of slaughtered hogs 
than do lighter weight animals. 


The weights to which hogs are 


fattened, as well as the number 
of hogs raised, are governed large- 
ly by the 
relationship 
between 


prices of corn, the basic feed, and 
prices of hogs, 


As of May 15, the latest date 


for which figures are available, 
corn averaged 108 percent of par- 
ity. Parity is a theoretical stand- 
ard for measuring the degree of 
fairness of a farm product from 
the standpoint of the producer and 
consumer alike. 


Hogs Make Corn 'Pay Better 
Hogs, on the same date, aver- 


ag'ed 13S percent of parity. Hence, 
a farmer could get a larger re- 
turn from his corn by feeding it 
to hogs than by selling it as grain. 


Farmers generally refer to this 


price relationship 
as. .the "hog1 


corn" ratio. At the May 15 .prices, 
100 pounds of live hog was equal 
in price to 14.4 bushels of corn, 
for the country as a whole. Thus 
the ratio was said to be 14.4 to 
1. It is -generally agreed that a 
ratio of at least 11.5 to 1 is suf- 
ficiently favorable to encourage 
fairly ^arge pig crops and .fatten- 
ing to medium weights. . 


Pork Supplies Short -•• 


Despite this favorable "price, ra- 


tio, however, supplies of .pork, are 
short of .consumer demands. This 
shortage reflects a smaller num- 
ber of hogs available for-feeding 
and marketing rather than ' any 
failure of farmers to, feed animals 
to desirable weights. Because, 'of 
a grain shortage last year,'.'iairm- 
ers did not'produce as many pigs 
during the last half of the year

A short corn crop looms as a

An 
early frost in the fall would harm 
late-planted corn which had not 
had time to mature. A short crop 
of low quality could be expected 
to boost corn prices considerably 
above present levels.

Relics of Past Now Face 


Future Alone, Unloved

religiously, 


racially, politically and socially— 
is -producing exactly the problem 
that close observers anticipated 
in connection with the disposition 
of the more than 560 princely 
states which are 
governed 
by 


autocrats of great 
wealth who 


broadly speaking have the power 
of life and death over their sub- 
jects. 


These potentates, by and large, 


are anachronisms who have ridden 
down-to us out of medieval times 
on 
their 
regally 
comparisoned 


elephants, 
to 
continue 
their 


Arabian nights lives in the midst 
of a primitive splendor which has 
to be seen to be believed. There. 
are, of course, great 
and 
good 


princes who have caught up with' 
the times and have served their 
people well. However, there are 
many more who toil not but view 
life through the eyes of ancestors 
who lived r>n the sweat of their 
unhappy subjects. 


Stand At Crossroads 


These relics of by-gone 
days 


now stand, 
bewildered and un- 


loved, at the cross-roads of their 
existences. They are on their way 
out, but thejnanner of their exit 
will 
be 
determined 
as • India 


progresses 
in 
self-government. 


Many of the minor rulers of tiny 
states can be disposed of suni- 
marily, but there are powerful 
sovereigns of great states who 
can't be dismissed so lightly. *-. 


The 
so-called 
native 
states 


ruled by the princes comprise two-,, 
fifths of ths territory of India'and 
have a population of some 90,000,- 
000—over one-fifth of" the total 
population. The rest of the country 
is made up of the provinces of 
British India. 


These two vast areas —present 


entirely 
different problems. 
In 


British India we have the Hindu- 
Moslem feud which resulted in 
that part of the country being 
partitioned into" two independent 
states—Hindustin 
(Hindu) 
and 


Pakistan (Moslem). But compli- 
cated as is the position in British 
India, it is 10-fold more so in the 
native states. 


May Cause More Trouble 


The British government has said 


tha.t it will give every encourage- 
ment to the hundreds of princes to 
affiliate either with Hindustan or 
Pakistan. England aims at achiev- 


ing as united an India as possible, 
but will not deny the native states 
the right to establish an inde- 
pendent status if they so desire. 


However, the All-India Congress 


party, 
which is . dominant in 


Hindustan, has announced that it 
is against any native state de- 
claring its independence of the 
two new dominions of Pakistan 
and Hindustan. On the other hand, 
Mahomed Al Jinnah, president of 
the Moslem league and prospective 
head of the state of Pakistan, says 
the princely states will be free to 
adopt any course they like. 
. There we have the makings of 
more strife, and it may be bloody. 


How far any native state, no' 


matter how powerful, will get in 
an effort to establish sovereignty 
is problematical. It will have op- 
position 
from 
Hindustan 
and 


perhaps from its own people. , 


So there are plenty of. prospects 


cf further civil strife before the 
irincely problems is settled. WhUe 
.he extent of that can't be forseeu, 
one thing is clear: the whole set- 
up is 
such 
that 
the 
Indian 


potentates are headed for eventual 
extinction.
